July ,14 < AP ►—Axis armored 
forces have been repulsed in another 
eastward lunge on the Egyptian cor­ 
ridor battle front and the enemy 
has been h it heavily by the RAF.

Governm ent counsel William B. 
W ashabaugh, Jr., in obtaining the 
restraining order yesterday, said the 
action was the first of Its kind 
in the United States to be brought 
under the Office of Price Adminis­ 
tration regulations. It was directed 
at Baldwin Brothers, an Erie real 
estate firm which operates about 
1,000 housing units in the county 
and city of Erie.

Federal Judge F. P. Schoonmaker 
set July 23 as the date for argum ents 
on a motion to make the injunction 
perm anent. 
In its com plaint the OPA charged 
th at Baldwin Brothers demanded 
rent payment* ranging from $3 to $5 
above the m aximums charged Mar. 
OPA investigators said the pay­ 
ment* were not only demanded but 
received by the firm from a large 
num ber of it* tenants during the 
period since July I, when Erie rent 
regulations went into effect.

RUNS AGROUND 


AT GOLDEN GATE 


San Francisco. July 14 (AP)—A 
U. S. Naval patrol boat ran aground 
near Seal Rocks near the entrance 
to the Golden G ate early today and 
the rescue of crew members is pro­ 
ceeding, the Navy announced. 
All hands were rescued, a Navy 
spokesman said. 
First reports of the vessel ground­ 
ing just outside the Golden G ate 
leading into San Francisco bay were

BOOTLEGGING 


Harrisburg, July 14 (AP) — W ar 
shortages and rationing have cut 
liquor bootlegging in Pennsylvania 
to “practically nothing.” N L H un­ 
ter, state Liquor Control Board en­ 
forcement officer, declared today 
“Almost everything is against the 
bootlegger,” he asserted. 
In 1941, the board seized 191 stills 
and arrested 677 persons on charges 
of Illegal possession and m anufac­ 
ture of whisky. In the previous year, 
238 stills were confiscated and 584 
persons arrested. 
“The big bootleggers are gone," 
asserted H unter, “they ean’t get 
m any of the im portant ingredients 
for distilling liquor even if they 
wanted to and with working condi­ 
tion* what they are there aren't 
m any forced to turn to bootlegging 
for a living ” 
He pointed out that sugar, essen­ 
tial to bootleg whisky m anufacture. 
is rationed and molasses is scarce 
The m etal shortage prevents the 
purchase of copper stills and alcohol, 
for “bathtub gin” Is off the market. 
"About the only bootleggers still 
in business are those who have a 
small quantity of sugar on hand and 
are using washtubs to make the 
whisky,” Hunter said

Americans Bomb 
Japs In Burma 


New Dthli, India, July 14 <AP>— 
American planes, raiding far into 
northern Burma from their Indian 
bases, repeatedly attacked the Japa­ 
nese air field at Myitkyina during 
the past w*eek. preventing the Japa­ 
nese from repairing or using the 
runways.

In actual combat our position Is a 
precarious one as it is our Job to 
furnish the troops in the front lines 
with supplies, i.e., with food, am ­ 
munition, and anything else that 
will make It an effective army. Na­ 
turally. it is the first objective of 
the enemy to destroy these sup­ 
ply lines In order to reduce the ef­ 
fectiveness of the front line troops. 
Hence we have to take eight weeks 
of basic military training the same 
as any other combatant unit.
